OBITUARIES 

Sara Mattsson/Anlioii was textile artist 


Sara Mattsson Anliot started her art career 
at age 4 in Sweden, where her mother en¬ 
rolled her in a private school to learn embroi¬ 
dery. 

Mrs. Anliot remained a textile artist all her 
" life. Four or five of her works are scheduled 
.to be exhibited beginning Sunday at the 
.annual show of the Women’s Art Club of 
Cleveland, which she was a member of for 
/ more than 30 years. 

• Mrs. Anliot, 93, of Cleveland Heights, died 
yesterday at MetroHealth Medical Center in 
Cleveland of bums she received in an acci¬ 
dent Friday. 

She was bom and raised in Sweden, where 
she attended college. In 1930, she came to 
Cleveland to visit a sister. While here, she 
submitted a tapestry to judges of the Cleve¬ 
land Museum of Art’s May Show. The tapes¬ 
try took first place, was used on the show cat¬ 
alog cover and was bought by a church in 
Detroit. Mrs. Anliot has exhibited works in 
- the May Show many times since then. 

The 1930 entry gained her attention from 
officials at Washington University, who 
invited her to teach at their branch in St. 
Louis. She spent five years there. 

She also taught at the Cleveland Institute 
of Art and for the Ashtabula Fine Arts Center 
and Elyria Artcrafters. 

In 1936, she married Sture Anliot, whom 
she had met through the Swedish Cultural 


Society of Cleveland. She continued working 
as an artist, exhibiting in major galleries 
from New York to San Francisco and in one- 
woman shows at colleges across the country. 

One of her biggest honors came in 1982, 
when she presented a one-woman show at 
Gustavus Adolphus College, a Swedish Lu¬ 
theran college in St. Peter, Minn. 

Her designs ranged from abstract to picto¬ 
rial and often incorporated items collected 
from nature such as seed pods, shells, cactus 
stems and camel hair. 

Mrs. Anliot had maintained a private 
studio, where she taught textile arts. 

She was a member of the Textile Art 
Alliance, the Swedish Cultural Society of 
Cleveland, the Vasa Lodge in Cleveland ana 
the Cleveland Western Reserve branch of the 
National League of American Pen Women. 

In 1971, she received an award called the 
Order of Vasa, First Class, given by the 
Swedish government for outstanding con¬ 
tributions to Swedish culture. The honor al¬ 
lowed her to be called “Lady Anliot” in 
Sweden, where she often visited. 

Surviving are her husband; sons, S. 
Fredrik, Richard B. and Robert; daughters, 
Mary A. Hertzman and IngMarie Forssgren. 

A memorial service will be at 3 p.m. May 25 
at Bethlehem Lutheran Church, 3740 May- 
field Rd., Cleveland Heights.
